Family Estrangement Began 
Day Mrs. Bittel’s First 


Child Was Born, Says Will 


Case Defendant. 


Mrs. Ida Leppert of 4492 West 
Pine boulevard, widow of Charles J 
Leppert, who was president of the 
Leppert-Roos Fur Co., resumed her 
testimony today in the will contest 
suit filed by her daughter, Mrs. 
Charles G. Bittel of 4320 Lindell 
boulevard. 

Mrs. Bittel; an only child, was cut 
off with $1 in her father’s will, which 
was made in March, 1917, eight 
months before his death. His $70,000 
estate was left to Mrs. Leppert. 

A story of estrangement between 
Mrs. Leppert and her daughter, in 
which Leppert took his wife’s part, 
was told by Mrs. Leppert in her tes- 
timony yesterday in Judge Hall's 
court. She denied the charge, made 
in. her daughter's petition, that she 


had influenced Leppert in making 


the will, and said she did not know 
he had made a wilii. 

She said that any prejudice in her 
husband's mind against their daugh- 
ter, if such prejudice existed, was the 


i'result of the action of Mr. and Mrs. 
| Bittel in forbidding her, Mrs. Lep- 


pert, to enter their home. 
Postal Cards Are Read. 
Mrs. Leppert testified thateher re- 


lations with her daughter, before the 
Caughter'’s marriage, had been af- 


fectionate, and she showed post cards 


written by the daughter from Ger-| 
many, a year after her marriage, 


which bore messages of affection. 


| She also showed a letter written by 


the daughter two days after her mar- 


riage, expressing regret that her hus- | 
band was taking her away from St. | 
Louis, which she called “Heaven,” to, 


“New York,” which she termed 
“Hell.”’ 
The daughter had previously tes- 


tified that her life at home had been 
' made “a horror” by her mother. The' 
mother denied that there was any) 
basis of fact for such a statement, | 


and sai& the daughter had said that 
she preferred to stay at home rather 


than to go out much, because of her 


love for her mother. 


Mrs. Leppert also denied that she 


had given her son-in-law cause to 
turn against her. She said that at 
the time he was courting her daugh 
ter, he was in the linen business. 


and that she purchased from hin’ 


$3000 wormh of linens for the daugh- 
ter’s trouseau. At one time efter 
the marriage, when he was out cf 
employment, Mrs. Leppert said that 
at his suggestion Leppert put up 
$10,000 to establish the son-in-law 
in the fur business here. This proved 
a failure, she said. Bitte! subse- 


quently inherited about $300,000 by ~ ; 


‘he death of his parents in Germany, 
his mother-in-law stated. After 
this he established the Bittel-Left- 
wich Tire Service Co., of which he 
is president, and bought a home on 
Lindell boulevard. 

How Trouble Started. 

The first trouble, Mrs. Leppert 
said, so far as she was aware, oc- 
curred when she went to the Bitte! 
home on the day when Mrs. Bittel's 
first child was born. She said she 
was told not to touch the baby. and 
that on the following day her daugh- 
ter returned to her a box of articles 
for the baby which she had sent. and 
Bittel sent her a check to cover the 
cost of flowers she had sent to the 
house. She said, however, that a 
pair of crocheted boots sent for the 
baby was not returned. 

The daughter, Mrs. Leppert said. 
wrote a letter saving that she be- 
lieved she was entitled to an apology 
from the mother, and that until such 
an apology was given, Mrs. Leppert 
should not enter the Bittel home. The 
reason for demanding an apology did 
not appear. Across the top of the 
letter, which was shown to the jury, 
Mrs. Leppert had written the worda. 
“Written by my baby when her bab\y 
was only one day old.” 

Cook Followed Daughter. 

To show’ that Leppert took his 
wife's part, Mrs. Rosa Koken of 
3522 Hawthorne boulevard was 
called asi a witness She testified 
that Leppert said to her, “I buried 
miy daughter today. Bitte] forbade 
Mrs. Leppert his home. Where my 
Wife can't go, neither do I.” Mrs. 
Koken was asked, on cross-exam- 
ination, if she was aware that Lep- 
pert had called at the Bittel home 
at various times after making this 
remark She said she was not. 

As another cause for her hus- 
band’s indignation, Mrs. Leppert re- 
lated that the cook at the Leppert 
household, who had been with the 
family for years, left and went to the 
bittels 

B. F. Edwards, president of the 
Central National Bank, testified that 
Leppert was of clear mind and 
seemed at all times to know what he 
was doing in business

“TI think 
ence Il ever had with one of my Rough 
Riders was with a fellow in Arizona,” 
Mr. Roosevelt said in one of these 
tales. “He wired me that he had been 
arrested for shooting a man, and 
asked me to get him out of it. I 
couldn't recall him, and of course had 
no notion of getting him out of it. 
Some six months passed, when I re- 
ceived a second wire from him. It 
said: ‘Never mind. We have elected 
the District Attorney.’ ”’ 

Then the Colonel told another one: 

“Tl also heard one day from one of 
my boys whom I did remember, and 
who was in pretty much the same fix. 
He had shot somebody. I was disposed 
to believe that he was a good fellow 
and could not have been too much at 
fault, so | wrote him for more partic- 
ulars of his case. He answered that it 
was quiet true that he had shot a man, 
but he explained that it was an acci- 


dent. ‘Il was shooting at my wife,’ he 
wrote.”
